2. The subject-matter of the present claims is to be considered as novel in that none 
of the documents cited above disclose a combination of ciclesonide and 
formoterol together with HFA134a or HFA 227 or mixtures thereof. 

3. It is however know to use formoterol and ciclesonide together from D1 . The 
problem to be solved was therefore to find an improved galenic formulation for 
said combination. Since it is however well known from D2 to D3 to formulate both 
ciclesonide as well as formoterol in either HFA134a or HFA 227 or mixtures 
thereof, with or without a surfactant and with small amounts of ethanol (cf. parts 
indicated in the search report), it cannot be considered inventive to arrive at the 
subject-matter of the present claims. The requirements of Article 33 (3) PCT have 
therefore not been fulfilled. 
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
